It was, no 
doubt, the success of this group that 
led him to plan for the trip over 
the _Alaska-Yukon game trails in 
quest of big game. 

When the party of" collectors ee 
yaded the White River District of 
Yukon ‘Territory and Alaska * 10. 
search of specimens they did not cx- 
pect fo discover a new and hitherto 
unclassed species of earibou roaming 
that vast domain. But such was the 
result of thelr trip, for when ‘she 
trophies wre brought back and ¢z-, 
amined by J. D. Figgins, director: of 
the Colorado Museum of, Natural 


History, Denver, it was found that}. 


the “caribou specimens were totally 
unlike the rangifer osborni or raugi- 
fer stonel, the only two formerly ac- 
cepted and classified species of the 
North. The new species, rangifer me- 
gulrel, so called in honor of the 
expedition’s leader, have many dif- 
ferent characteristics when compar- 
ed with the osboral type of caribou. 
These characteristics are as follows: 
There ia an absence of white 
around the eyes; back darker than 
legs; tip of nose and lower Jip sil- 
very white; between the jaws, entire 
throat. and sides of neck and over 
shoulders’ varying from brownish 
gray in calves of the year to white 
fn fully mature examples; backs of 
ears and along the posterior portion 
of the head and neck light grayish, 
being gradually displaced by white 
or yellowistt gray toward the shoul- 
“ders; a broad band of grayish buff 
or buffy white extending diagonally 
from the color. of the shoulders to 
the region of the elbow and along 
the sides to flank. (The last named 
characters vary with the age of the 
animal, but are pronounced fn all ex- 
amples from a calf of the year to 
fully adult specimens—the markings 
on the shoulders and sides belog the 
inost prominent in young animals, 
the white neck being acquired upon 
full development). A band of dark 
brown weparating light stripe on 
sides from white of under parts, 
The hoofs are small; antlers, dif- 
fering in type’. when compared with 
osborni and stonel, notably fn the 
length of single brow tine, and the 
formation of the first branch, Skull, 
excessive anterior cleft and Matten- 
ing of nasals; length and backward 
curvature of the paroccipital pro- 


ceases. 

While animals of this new species 

reed in limited numbers in the vi- 

nity of the type locality, they 
represent, according to Mr. McGutre, 
but a small percentage of those that 
appear from the north and northwest 
during September and October. 
Probably this movement is an exten- 
sion of the migration of caribou 
which occurs {n the region of Fair- 
banks; but until there {is positive 
evidence of tals, the range of me- 
gulrel may be designated as the 
\vicinity- of the Alaska-Yukon bonn- 
dary fromthe base of Mount St. 
Ellas northward. 


Why the Car Was Wanted. 

Sir William Orpen, R.A., who was 
the oficial artist on the Western 
front, several of whose picture may 
be seen In the Canadian War Memor- 
lala collection, tella the followiug 
story against himself in “An OQOn- 
looker in France." .

Bmokers and Gorms, 

Strong tobacco smoke blown into 
glass cases containing amall pieces 
of thin paper soaked in germ- 
cultures such as the bacilll of cho- 
lera, Influenza, diphtheria, typhold 
fever, and meningitis proved that 
tobacco amoke can affect only the 
weakest germa, and then only after 
long exposure; the experiment show- 
ing no effect on the typhoid and 
diphtheria germs. After making a 
number of experiments an Italian 
professor has come to the conclusion 
that not only does tobacco smoke 
fall to kill germs, but It is apt to 
irritate the throats of smokers and 
render them less resistant to the at- 
tacks of germs. 


Wool From Cotton Waste. 

According to Prof. A. F. Barker, 
the head of the textile department 
of Leeds University, a process has 
been discovered for making artificial 
wool from cotton wate. The basis 
of it is cellulose acetate. The pro- 
duct wears as well as wool, takes a 
dye of any desired color, and Is con- 
sidered as a better insulator than 
natural wool. Prof. Barker predicts 
that it will fill a place like that of 
artificial silk, but that it will not 
drive pure wool from the market any 
more than artificial silk has driven 
out pure sllk.

ENDORSE CHURCH UNION. 

By an almost unanimous vote the 
Lodge at its afternoon session placed 
itself on record as endorsing church 
union. The resolution embodying this 
attitude was moved by Rev. E. A. 
Mercer, of Newfoundland, and sccond- 
ed by Rev. J. W. Hilbert, of Essex, 
Ont., both Methodists by denomina- 
tion. Among those who spoke in favor 
of the resolution were: Rev, F. C. 
Ward-Whate, of Lunenburg, N.S., 
grand chaplain, and Rev. T. R. White. 
While the resolution: met with some 
slight opposition, it was carried hy an 
overwhelming majority. 

The resolution read as follows: 
“That disunion of Protestant forces 
hinders the progress of Orangeism and 
the consummation of Orange idéals. In 
view of the general movement on foot 
towards otganic union, this grand 
lodge, composed of laity and clergy, 
deem it essential to success and in the 
interests of the country that there 
should be one Protestant Church. 

Hon. Howard Ferguson, leader of 
the Ontario Conservatires, who was in- 
troduced as the” 
Mario, addressed the members, urging 
them to uphold Orange. ideals and ex 
tend the order far and wide. He dé 
clared himself ax opposed to the Gov- 
ernment granting further concessions 
to separate schools in this province and 
others. Mr. Ferguson declared him- 
self opposed to the Government grant- 
ing any apecial concessions to any claws 
or ereed.

Winnipeg, Man., July 20.—That the 
time will come when the prairies will 
be hedged and dotted with gardens ahd

Macoun, horitculturist of the Domin- 
ion Experimental Farms, who‘ has al- 
most completed a tour of inspection of 
the Dominion's experimental farms. 
Mr. Macoun is a son of Professor John 
Macoun, of Ottawa, the famous natur- 
alist and explorer, who died last year 
in hia ninetieth year, 

Mr. Macoun said that he had seen on 
the prairies some of tho finest gardens 
that could possibly be seen anywhere 
in Canada. But before “the prairies 
can have gardens they must hare 
hedges for their windbreaks, Mr. 
Macoun added, “Set your hedge and 
you may look for your garder," he 
said, “The hedges are coming. The

CANADA MIGHT BENEFIT 


ot 
“Nebraska Farmer 

Northern millers are somewhat ‘agi- 
tated over the new tariff on Canadian 
wheat. An investigation brings to 
light some {nterosting things in con- 
nection with our relation to Canadian 
wheat and flour made therefrom. 

Millions of .bushels. of Canadian 
wheat are brought {nto the United 
States yearly, Only a smallportion 
of this finds lodgment here. It is mill 
ed and the mill products are sent on, 
over American railroads and in Amer 
ican ship bottoms, to some foreign 
country. American capital and Ameri 
can fabor therefore receive the bene. 
fits of handling two-thirds of all Can 
adian wheat which reaches foreign 
ports, : : 
If the tariff law. prohibits Canadian 
wheat from coming into the country, 
Canadian flour mills will. be erected 
and American mills will lose the busi- 
hes. It will result In a rerouting of 
the wheat which is to go to foreign 
ports. If America can keep this busi- 
ness without damage to the American 
farmer, it should be kept. 

A suggested solution to the prob- 
lem fs that we enact a tariff on wheat 
which {s brought into the United 
States for American consumption, but 
with the provision that wheat which 
Is brought into be milled and exported 
Could be admitted free of tariff, 

Some argue that such a plan would 
1 he’ amount of United . States 
wheat which would bg exported. This 
might be the result for a short time. 
Just as soon as mills could be put up 
across the border, however, or as soon 
as milling facilities could be increas- 
ed in forelgn countries, Canadian 
wheat would go to the foreign mar- 
kets as usual.

Barly roads in Ontario were located mainly, with the idea of secur- 
ing a'road with as little expenditure as possible, Consequently the dry 
land was followed as much as practicable, In the subdivision of the land 
road-allowances were provided in the survey along straight, fixed lines, 
with no regard to grades, alignment!or distance. 

* < *iTo make a general revision of these roads in order to secure proper 
location is beyond contemplation, ‘although in the end the abandoning of 
old routes and selecting new ones in many instances might be justifiable. 
However, there can be no doubt that the alteration of sections of many 
‘existing roads should be insisted upon before extensive improvement is 
made. These alterations would apply where the change could reasonably

“As far as we have learned, no 
showers have yet occufred and it is 
unlikely that any will take place,” 
said Solon I. Bailey, acting director 
of the Harvard observatory. { 
Prof, A: C, D. Crommelin, of the 
Greenwich Royal Observatory, Lon- 
don, had said there was an excdlient 
prospect of m meteor shower, but in 
view of the chango in the comet's 
itinerary, due to planetary influ- 
ences, the chance for the “night 
owls” to see things that might make 
them wish they had listened to the 
rule of reason rather than the call 
of @ parched appetite has passed. 
Even if the meteors accompanying 
Pons-Winnecke should come <into 
range in the night the ordinary ob- 
server might miss them. Several 
astronomers have become convinced 
that the predicted metéors would be 
no brighter than the annual showers 
that occur In August and November. 
Those who will climb on roofs to 
watch for sky wanderers will prob- 
ably. not be disappointed, because 
any fine, clear night-from five to six 
meteors ¢an be seen each hour, and 
this number has a tendency to In- 
crease as the night grows older. 
All chances of seeing Pons-Win- 
necke with the naked eye has passed, 
according to E. Bower, assistan 
observing comets at the naval obser- 
vatory, Washington. The comet was 
nearest ‘the eatth June 7, when it 
was only 12,333,333 miles away. 
From June 10 to 14 it was bright- 
est but was barely visible even then. 
Pons-Winnecke interesta astrono- 
mers because it hgs made a close 
approach to the earth. It is nota 
large comet. After its discovery by 
Pons’ in 1819 all its return tripe, 
which occurred at intervals of about 
six years, were missed until 1368, 
yhen Winnecke found it again. 


‘ihe Issue In Asia Aftnor. 

It 1s difficult to withhold sympathy 
from the Greeks, who are now being 
{made to suffer for the Allies* mis- 
handling of the Near Eastern ques- 
tion. The terms of the Treaty of 
Serres were the outcome of an ex- 
ceedingly clever piece of special 
pleading on the part of Greece, and 
having gained her point, she natur- 
ally holds that ahe Is entitled to keep 
what‘has been given her. M. Ven!- 
zelos’- one mistake was the prems- 
ture occupation of Smyrna. It was 
a departure from the realm of argu- 
ment, in which he had carried all 
before him, to the unknown and 
problematical sphere of force, and it 
brought the whole question, and the 
Allies as well, up against hard and 
definite facts. These facts the pres- 
ent Greek Government is unwilling 
to face. It will, howerer, have to 
face them sooner or later, and, as 
the allied powers hold back, It is the 
duty of Greece's friends to urge her 
to face them before it is too late. 
The Greek settlement embodied in 
the Treaty of Serres would never 
have brought peace to the Near East. 
It underestimated the vitality of 
Turkey and made no attempt to look 
beyond Asia Minor. In regard to 
both points the Allies were equally 
at fault; ‘hut now they, particularly 
Great Britain, have had to realize 
that the Turkish problem is linked 
up with the future of the Middle 
East and of Central Asia and with 
the whole world of Islam. The real 
issue, therefore, to-day is that, what- 
ever victories she may gain in the 
field over the Turks, Greece cannot 
be allowed by the Allies to keep 
Practically the whole of Asia in a 
ferment of unrest. If without fur- 
ther delay she can appreciate this 
point, she must realize that by plac- 
ing her cause unreservedly in the 
Allies’ hands she stands to obtain 
better terms than if she antagonizes 
them by adding to their already ser- 

fous embarrassments.—Near East.

The 
older |it is the better the feathers, 
any many of the birds live to be 
seventy or seventy-five years old. 

The most valuable plumes come 
from the wings, which yield twenty- 
four feathers each, sometimes twen- 
ty-seven inches long. Tho tall yields 
about seventy-fve amaller feathers.

or conventions, yet they are forbid- 
den to call open meetings of their 

wo, They are hardly tolerated. 
Their headquarters are often raided; 
thelr very existence’ depends upon 
the partyin power. There is tho 
Tehe-Ka in’ Ruasia!(Tchrezvitchaina- 
ya Komlissya — Extraordinary Com- 
mission to Fight Cpunter-Rervolution 
and Profitecring). Ita power is 
great. It searches houses. It ralds 
market places. It arrests citizens 
often on mere suspicion, It main-. 
tains alist of “political unrellables” 
and it puts them behind bars in 
times of trouble, 
and women for weeks in solitary 
confinement prior to presenting a 
charge. True, it is seldom mistaken; 
its victima are uaually picked among 
profiteers’' and counter-revotutionary 
plotters, both considered — criminal 
under the present system. \Yet the 
Very existence of @ secret service un- 
der Communist rule is obnoxious. 

There fs no equality in Soviet Rus- 
sia. Food, the life-giver, denuded in 
Russia of its cultural embellish- 
ments, stands out in all its, primeval 
importance. And this omnipotent 
factor is being handled not actording 
to the canons of equality, but as an 
expedient in socio-political struggles. 


.|The worker in tho, essentia} indus- 


tries receives moré than the worker 
in*the less essential; the member 
of the administration receives more 
than the ordinary man; the member 
of the Communist’ party is better 


than the opponent. 
This may be imperative from the 
standpolnt of state administration, 
yet the numerous privileges would 
hardly tend to decrease the bitter- 
ness of the ordinary citizen ‘whose 
soul bas been scarred and battered 
by numberless privations, 

There 1s corruption In Russia. 
Aside from lack of efMfclency due 
Primarily to tho change in the 
management both of the state af- 
fairs and the industrial system; 
aside from the lack of devotion and 
effort on the part of the many op- 
ponents who were foreed to do work 
in’ one or the other branch of ad- 
ministration which they ridicule and 
despite; aside from general Jaxity 
and languidnegs as a result of under- 
feeding and the backward conditions 
of the country, there is sometimes a 
lack of simple honesty. among the 
Communists themselves. Officials can 
be bribed.. Positions are used for 
Personal advantage, The nation’s 
Property {s sometimes abused. True, 
this 1s the exception, not the rule, 
and by no means alters the general 
character of the Communist party. 
True, moreover, that the Communist 
Party punishes its objectionable 
members far more severely than it 
does outsiders:' Yet the citizen ia 
embittered. Communist mismanaze- 
ment and Communist ‘corruption 
area source of irritation nnd inces-

Each pair {s given its own high- 
fenced lot, sufficiently large for them 
to exercise In; and in thecentre the 
male bird digs a hole in the ground 
for a nest. Thero in the bare dirt 
the eggs are laid. Each egg welghs 
five pounds—more than three doren 
hen's eggs weight. It is the father’s 
duty to keep the nest clear of all 
trash and to sit upon It every night; 
but as soon as the chicks are hatch- 
ed the parent birds walk away in 
utter unconcern. € 

Indeed, no care is necessary. The 
baby bird, which is as large as a 
small hen, eats nothing for three or 
four days, then swallows a quantity 
of pebbles and Is soon ready for its 
first taste of alfalfa or grain. 

The'food bill at the farm Is about 
£12 a day, yet the ostriches scem 
always hungty.

Measuring the Sky-Line. 

Uniess you know the way to estl- 
mate the distance of the horizon, you 
are Hable to make some very incor- 
rect guesses. . 

A good rule for calculating the 
distance is to take the square root 
of your height in feet above sea 
level, and add a quarter to the re- 
sult. This gives the distance almost 
exactly in érdinary land miles. 

Thus at nine feet above sea level, 

you could see three plus three-quar- 
ters—a distance of three and three- 
quarter miles, 
. At a height of twenty-Ave fect the 
horizon will be distantefrom you ‘five 
Dlus'one and a quarter (six and a 
Quarter miles}. At one hundred feet 
above sea level, the distance seen 
will be twelve and a quarter miles.

A DELICIOUS DRINK. 

Harlequin, Punch is unusual and yet 
delicious... Measure one pint of can; 
ned apricots, filling in the interstices 
with juice, then pash through the 
coarse mesh of a polato-ricer. Mean- 
while extract the juice of two oranges 
‘and one lemon and combine with one 
cupful of sweet cider. Pour orer the 
sifted apricots and stir. thoroughly. 
Then strain. Allow to stand until 
thoronghly chilled and then dilute 
with ‘mineral or ice-water. Chopped 
candied cherries or thin banana slices 
ginke attractive garnishes for this 
drink. No sugar was needed in this 
recipe when teated.

- REFRESHING DRINK.

PINEAPPLE SO0UILLON.

To three cupfuls of boil- 
ing water add the juice of two lemons 
and the grated pulp of one pineapple, 
reserving, a few slices of the fruit to be 
served in the soup. Add six table- 
spoonfuls of sugar and simmer gently 
for ten minutes. Then strain through 
a fine sieve; again bring to the boil- 
ing point and thicken with one table 
spoonful of cornstarch mixed in two 
tablespoonfuls of water.

Six small tomatoes, 2 cupfuls bread 
flour, 4 teaspoonfal¢ baking powder, 4 
teaspoonfuls shortening, about 2-3 cup- 
{nl cold water, 1¢ teaspoonfuls sugar, 
3% teaspoonfuls salt, 14 teaspoonfuls 
butter, %% teaspoonful mustard, pap- 
rika pepper. 

Wash, but do not peel, the tomatoes. 
Cut out the stem end, and in the cav- 
ity of each place one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one-fourth teaspoonful of 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoonful of but- 
tor, one-eighth teaspoonful of mns- 
tard, ‘and a sprinkling of pepper and 
paprika. Sift together the four, bak- 
ing-powder, and two teaspoonfills of 
salt, Work in the shortening with the 
tips of the fingers and add just enough 
water to make a dough the proper con- 
sistency to roll out. Toss on # floured 
board, and roll ont one-quarter of an 
inch thick; cut into six pieces; lay # 
prepated tomato on each piece. Wet 
the edges of the dough and bring to- 
gether, covering the whole tomato well. 
Steam over hoiling water for forty-five 


mintites. Serre with or without a but- 


ter sauce. 


CREAMED PEPPERS. 

Four large peppers, 2 tablespoonfuls 
vegetable fat, 2 tablespoonfuls flour, 1 
pint milk, 1% teaspoonful salt, 3 tea- 
spoonful pepper. 

Wash the peppers and wipe them 
dry; then place them directly over a 
low gas flame ‘and toast them, turning 
them frequently ta prevent burning. 
Scrape off the blistered skin, holding 
them beneath running cold water. Re 
more the seeds and cut with scissors in 
long thin strips. Melt the fat in a 
saucepan, add the peppers, and let 
them brown slightly. Stir in the flour 
and add the milk gradually. Cover 
and cook very slowly for about half an 
hour.

~ ‘About Sea Fishes’ 


Some. Atlantic “fishermen say: 
“Where you see swordfish you” ‘may’ 
know that mackerel are about.’’* Cor- 
ollarially, if this be so, where you 
know there are mackerel yon may look 
with assurance for swordfish. 

Fishermen who seck “the swordfish 
‘off onr Nova Scotia coast, as well as 
scientific men, will hardly aupport this 
statement, While the mackerel make 
their appearance early in May, sword- 
fish.are seldom taken“until August, so

that if ‘they are seeking the mackerel |” 


for food they're a Hit late unless they 
expect ta meet’ the schoola on their 
southward migration,” 

> The swordfish does appear to follow 
the same conrse an the mackerel np the 
Atlantic enast and Professor | Goode 
would intimate that along the New 
England coast they follow quite clase 
upon them. : 

The fishermen: of Nova Scotia spear 
the swordfish. A> platform, specially 
built and‘ elevated upon the bowsprit 
gives the observer, who is also the 
spear-thrower, commanding position. 
It swims near the surface, allowing its 
dorsal fin.to appear above the water, 
as also the upper lobe of thé candal. 
It frequently leaps mit of the water, 
and none of all the fishés of the sea can 
swim ‘more quickly or ia more agile in 

4 movements, The observer when he 
rea the fish breakingywater, must be 
quick to throw hia lance. When the 
weapon does go home the fisherman 
must prepare for a lot of work, because 
no creature of the deep has such a 
pugnacious disposition, It is played 
out and finally hoisted on board. The 
same method of capture is employed in 
fishing the tuna or horse mackerel on 
the Nova Scotia coast. ¥ 

The swordfish derives its name from 
the fact that the bonea of the upper 
jaw are consolidated into an elongated 
aword, This is its chief weapon of at- 
tack, The teeth are whoily wanting, 
there are no ventral fins, while the 
second of the two fina on the back. is 
reduced to slight finlet. The pointed 
head, the fins of the back and abdomen 
anugly fitting into, grooves, the absence 
of ventral fins, slim, muscular bods, 

‘adapt the fish for swift and powerfnl 
progression. 
15 HAMMER POWER. 

Professor Richard Owen, testifsing 
in a British court as to the power of 
the swordfish, naid: 

“Jt strikes with the accumulated 
force of fifteen donble handled bam- 
mers. Its velocity is equal to that of 
a swivel-shot, and is as dangerous in 
ita effect as a heavy artillery projec- 
tile.’” 

Professor Goode adds: 

“Many very curious instances are on 
record of the encounters of this fish 
with other fishes, or of their attacks 
upon ships, What can be the induce- 
ment for it to attack objects so much 
larger than itself is hard to surmise, 

AN INSANE FISH. 

“Tt surely seems as if a temporary 
insanity sometimes takes possession of 
tho fish. It is not atrange that, when 
harpooned, it should retaliate by at- 
tacking ita assailant. An old swordfish 
fisherman told Mr. Blackford that his 
veaseL had been struck twenty times, 
There are, however, many instances of 
entirely unprovoked attack on vessels 
at sea. ; 

“I ia the universal testimony of our 
fishermen that two are never seen 
swimming close together, Captain 
Ashby xays that they are always dis- 
tant from each other at least thirty or 
forty feet. “if 

PUGNACIOUS. 

“The pugnacity of the swordfish has 
become a byword. Without any special 
effort on my part numerous instances 
of their attack upon vessels have in the 
last ten yeara found their way into 
the pigcon-hole labelled ‘swordfish’.”” 

Swordfish are common on both tho 
Eitropean and American shores of the 
Atlantic. They do not breed on ouf 
shores, but probably do so in the Medi- 
terranean and other warm seas. They 
undergo great change in the process 
of development,’ The young ones have 
the head armed with rough spines and 
in nowise resemble the adults. 

GOOD EATING. 

The swordfish is available in the 
Canadian markets ‘most plentifully 
during tho months of August and Sep- 
tember. As a food fish it is one of the 
best, its dark-colored, oily flesh mak- 
ing excellent steaks. Its average 
weight is three houndred pounds, with 
a moximum of six hundred and twenty- 
five pounds, and it attains a length of 
fifteen feet. 

Nova Scotia fishermen in 1919 cap- 
tured fish of the species to the value of 
$96,017, representing a weight of 741,- 
100 pounds, It was practically all 

marketed fresh,

1909, when the Shackleton expedi- 
tion .was returning from furthest 
south and had reached the supposed 
whereabouts of the Dougherty and 
Nimrod IsJands, a close lookout was 
kept, but without result, The veasel 
reached the neighborhood in the 
Antarctic night, and the weather was 
hazy, making It impossible to carry 
out a thorough search, However, 20 
far as the Dougherty Island is con- 
cerned, there seems little doubt of 
ita existence. Much less Is known of 
the Nimrod Islands, which are sup- 
posed to be at no great distance 
from‘ it. These islands were reported 
by the master of the ship Nimrod, 
in 1828, who recorded that there was 
much vegetation and great clouds of 
birds hovering over them, s 

A search made in 1831 again re- 
ported the Nimrod Islands, but in a 
different latitude. Again the irda 
and vegetation were remarked jupon. 
Whether the islands were pled 
there is nothing to show, for they 
were not explored, though human 
life might readily be supported upon 
them. The curious point about both 
the Dougherty Island and the Nim- 
rod group is that they are not al- 
ways observable to mariners who 
pass through the waters where they 
are charted, Can it be possible that 
they are afloat and mere masses of 
vegetation, whogé position and out- 
Jine would both change from one 
qoas to another? Or are they ice- 

rg? There is 2 possibility that 
ghey. are mirages, for it. will’ be re- 
called that so experienced an explor- 
er, as Admiral Peary was deceived 
by a mirage into announcing the dis- 
covery of a new continent {n the 
Arctic, which he called Crockerland. 
Subsequent explorations revealed the 
fact that Crockerland did not exist. 
The Shackleton expedition, which is 
admirably equipped, and will be in 
no hurry, will probably definitely 
settle the questions that arise con- 
cerning these islands. 

> Everything that° money can buy 
has been obtained for the scientific 
equipment. There will be no uncer- 
tainty about the soundings; for in- 
stance, when the Indicated positions 
of Dougherty and the Nimrods have 
been reached, the search for them 
will be thorough and not incidental, 
as it was Ji the last instance, when 
a@ Shackleton ship was in the neigh- 
borhood.” When a missing island Is 
found, its fora and fauna will be ex- 
haustively studied and photographed, 
and if any of the man tribe fs en- 
countered, he will not lack for thor- 
ough description. In order to make 
the study of alr currents complete, 
a seaplane will be taken, from the 
instrument board of which elaborate 
observations can be conducted. The 
first objective of the expedition, as 
given in the despatches from Lon- 
don, wil! be the Salryages, a group of 
rock islands in the Atlantic between 
the Canary and the Madeira Islands, 
Thence the vessel will proceed to St. 
Paul's Rocks, on the Equator, 

Next he will go to Gough's 
Island, which ‘is elght miles in 
Tength and rises 2,000 feet above the 
sea.

IN WESTERN CANADA 


WOMAN DIES SUDDENLY 

Mrs» Anna Flood, a prominent res!- 
dent-of Wolfe Island, died suddenly on 
Monday. She did her washing In the 
forenoon and partook of a hearty din 
ner.. Shortly afterward she was tak- 
en ill, and passed away. She was 67 
years of age, and had lived on Wolfe 
Island all her life.

Saskatoon, Suek., August 11.—Paul 
D. Sheridan O'Leary of San Sebastian, 
Nicaragua, who passed through here 
recently, said he had tieg commission- 
ed by South American capitalists to 
inquire into and report fully upon @ 
proposal to produce wheat on an ex- 
tensive scale in western Canadas, areas 
that will probably agcregate 30,000 
acres or more. 

Mr. Sheridan said that his princi- 
pals had come to the conclusion that 
taising the staple product of wheat 
is worth trying. “But they first want 
certain data, “he continued, You see 
these people, practically all of us in 
Central America, and the adjoining 
portions of South America are in 
coffee and sugar extensively. The 
bottom has suddenly dropped out of 
the sugar and coffee. Coffee that was 
brigning 15 cents at the wharf now has 
dropped to about 2% cents; sugar 
which was bringing -20 cents at the 
wharf has dropped to about 3 cents, 

New fields of enterprise look in- 
viting to these South American capit- 
alists. They have been so greatly 
impressed by Canada that they mean 
to have a try at it. They propose to 
work upon organized lincs a very 
considerable wheat growing project, 
buying the land, certainly, but 
organizating 
an extensive ecale that perhaps is 
more frequently observed in Southern 
America than in Western Canada,” 

Mr. Sheridan said that his chief 
trouble up to now was that the practi- 
cal farmers ho had met in this country 
did not keep costs. He said they could 
not tell him what it costs them to 
produce an stre of wheat. He expects

St. John s, “Nfd., Aug. 11.—By a 
vote of 18 to 14, the minority including 
Mr. Archibald, formerly a supporter of 
the government, who broke from it a 
few weeks ago, the House of Assembly 
at 3.30 s.m., after the third past-mid- 
night sitting, adopted the measure for 
guaranteeing the Reid Newfoundland 
pany against any loss up to a mil- 
lion ‘and a half dollars in operating the 
railways for the present twelve months. 
This step was’ taken ‘because the 
Reids had represented that owing to 
the changed conditions in the world to- 
day they were nd longer able to'carry 
‘out the contract to operate the rail- 
ways which they had assumed just 
twenty years ago, ard on which they 
claimed to have ‘lost during that per- 
iod, about $6,000,000 of their own 
money, besides owing the Bank of 
Montreal another $1,250, eto cover 
which they recently mort#eged their 
subsidiary companies, lands, etc. The 
Adoption of the measure ensures the 
operation of the railroad for another 
twelve months ending .next June. 
There is a decided opinion in political 
circles that owing to the deepeni 
trade depression and tho resulting fin- 
ancial complication the Colony may find 
itself reduced to~a condition of bank- 
ruptey during the next six or Chine 
months and either be obliged to seek 
terms of confederation with Canada or 
else face the alternative of Crown Col- 
ony States unless, of course, the Gov- 
ernment should. be able in the mean- 
time to secure further loans to tide 
them over the immediate difficulty.

“Pope was sufficiently representa- 
tive of his age, but:his ago meant, 
by comparison, a limited and aristo- 
cratic circle. Byron represented and 
shocked his age by turns; Tennyson, 
on the other hand, was as close to 
the educated middle-class men and 
women of his time as the family 
clergyman, That is why, inevitably, 
he means less to us than he did to 
them. That he was ahead of his age 
in many points on which this could 
not be said of the family clergyman’ 
one need not dispute. He was a 
kind of ‘new theologian.’ He stood, 
lke Dean Farrar, for the larger hope 
and various other heresies. Every 
representative man is ahead of his 
age—a little, but not enough to be 
beyond the reach ofthe sympathies 
of ordinary people. 

“It may bo objected that Tenny- 
son is primarily an artist, not a 
thinker, and that he should be juds- 
ed not by his message but by his 
song. But his message and his song 
sprang from the same vision — a 
vision of the world seen, not sub 
specie wternitatis, but sub specie the 
relgn of Queen Victoria. Before we 
appreciate Tennyson's real place in 
Mterature we must frankly recognize 
the fact that his muse wore a crino- 
ine.’ The great mass of his work 
bears its date stamped upon it as 
obviously almost as s copy of the 
‘Times.’ ”

Toronto, Aug. 11.—A deputation 
repreeentign the Dominion Tradca and 
Labor Congress © wajteds on Premier 
Drury yesterday for the purpose of 
ascertaining when! the Government 
in filling the vacancy on the 
vacancy on the Workmen's Compen- 
sation Board, caustd by tho death of 
Alexander “Wright some eighteen 
months ago, Fhe deputation coneigted 
of Messrs. Tom Moore, president; H. 
Halford, of Hamilton, chairman of the 
Ontario excutive, and James E. Ralph 
Toronto a member of the. excutive. 
The deputation made two visits before 
getting within the confines of the Exe 
cutive Chamber in the Queen's Park. 
Having been away {dr three days, the 
Premier ahnouncéd “‘that he waé 
loaded with work) besides a session 
of the Cabinet Council. 

Mr. Moore, spekesman for tho de- 
putation, called thé Premier's atten- 
tion'to tho fact that it was the - de- 
sire of Labor that the vacancy on 
the Compensation Board should be 
filled without farthe® delay. It was 
also the wish of Labor that a Labor 
man_ be given the appointment. Mr. 
Moore said that Labor was not 6ug- 
gesting who the individual should be, 
that was'a matter that rested with 
the judgment of the Cabinet, Mr. 
Moore informed the Premier that 
Labor had no fault to find ‘with “the 
existing personnel of the Board, but 
it was felt, not for any purpose of 
creating strife or attempting to upset 
decisions, that Mr. Wright's succes- 
sor should, be a man jn sym- 
pathy with the Labor movement. 
Labor had regarded Mr. Wright as & 
staunch supporter because he grad- 
uated from the ranks of Labor, 

The Premier replicd that he was 
fully in sympathy with she request 
of the deputatidn, - but offered no ex- 
cuse for the delay occasioned in not 
filling the position. ;

about eighteen feet square In the third 
storcy of a building on Jill! street. In 
order to have your réaders understand 
how the’ absence of fraud was guaran- 
teed {t will be necessary to show the 
Precautions used. The room was an 
office, entrance to which was from a 
public hall, into which opened a large 
arte of offices, used by — different 
ns. Opposite this hall, was Hill 
ep t, the room contained two win- 
aoa opening upon this street: The 
Tear, was a plastered wall having no 
entrance whatever from’ the room 
which we sat. I examinod this wall 
and celling carefully. The wall was 
unbroken. The cabinet was placed 
about a foot from thia wall.

A child becomes deaf usually : 

as the result of some injury to 
the ‘delicate mechanism of the 
middle ear, more rarely as the 
result of disease or of damage 
to tho nerve that transmits the 
sound. vibrations to the brain, 

ai a child “shows incipient 
deafness the cause should be 
found out at once, for if the 
talise is known prompt — aud 
appropriate treatment will of- 
ten effect a cure; otherwise the 
deafness is likely ‘to become per- 
manent anthirremediable and 
may even increase,’ Parents 
must be alert Jest they mistake 
a slight degree of deafness for 
inattention and resort to dis- 
-cipline rather than a doctor. 
Many a slightly deaf child has 
been regarded as stupid by his 
teacherd, and in consequence 
has had to enduro much un- 
merited chastisement, -Teachers 
should always be on their guard 
against making that tragic mis- 
take, 

A child’may occasionally be 
deaf owing-to wax in the outer 
car; sometimes he may be deaf 
because he has slipp&l a button 
or some other small object into 
his car and then forgotten it, 
Again, lhe may be deaf because 
he has adenoids‘and enlarged 
tonsils, which have brought 
about a catarrhal condition in 
his throat and middle car, Per- 
hapa he is deaf becanse some-- 
one has boxed his ears—-a thing 
that no one should ever do toa 
child. If a child hay acute in- 
ffammation of the ear, whether 
caturrhal of suppurative hewill 
almost always be deaf for a 
while, and he may become per- 
manently so if the inflammation 
is not properly treated. Such” 
inflammation may come from 
an ordinary cold, especially if 
the child has adenoids, or from 
an attack of measles, scarlet 
fever or diphtheria. 

af your child has any trouble 
with his eérs, you should al- 
ways and jmmediutely consult 
the physician, 
try yourself or Jet a nurse try 
to remove any foreign body 
from the outer ear of your 
child; if you do, you are most 
likely to do him irreparable 
injury.—Youth’s Companion.

Into local and convict prisons in the 
beginning of this century, last yea: 
there were only 35,439. Moreover, 
the number of young convicts under 
the age of twenty-ono has decreased 
by 91 per cent. In the last ten years, 

There, are many reasons for this 
remarkable decrease in crime in 
Britain. It is partly the result of 
the self sacrificing efforts ofthose 
who havebeenengaged since the days 
of Lord Shaftesbury and Charles 
Kingsley in the preventive side of 
social work. It is probable, too, that 


the public.and compulsory education 


that has now been fh force for’ half 
a century is having Sts effect, and 
that the British nation is becoming 
better educated * and more self- 
respecting. . " : 

The decrease is also the result of 
a more enlightened policy in dealing 
with crime. It Is at Icast being rea- 
lized by those responsible that prison 
administrators mst consider not 
only the particular criminal act 
which a man may have conimitted, 
but also what has caused him to 
commit the “act. Sir Ruggles E. 
Brise, the present chairman of the 
Commissioners of Prisons, has made 
a special point of emphasizing tho 
fact that every other science makes 
Progress by studying causations,and 
states that he sees no reason why 
criminology should be an exception. 
In other words, he considers not only 
what a criminal has done but what 
he is. The British scheme is there- 
fore on the most: enlightened lines 
of modern criminology,. and {s of 
special interest to other nations. 

Before a man ‘fs sent ‘to’ prison in 
Great Britain to-day his mental 
health and the gravity of his crime 
are both carefully considered. Ten 
years ago persOns were automatic- 
ally committed to prison for petty 
offences. Now, as a result of the 
provision of the Criminal Justice 
Administration Act, 1914, time is 
allowed for the payment of fines. In 
the year 1909-10 there were 109,015 
Persons committed to -prison for 
sentences of less than a fortnight; 
last year this number had been re- 
duced by over one hundred thousand 
to 8,093. , 

This beneficerif’ act has been re- 
sponsible for a témarkabio fall, but 
the decrease (amounting to over 71 
per cent. of offenders received with- 
out the option of a fine, points un- 
mistakably to a bigher standard of 
general conduct. Ten years ago thero 
were over $9,000 such persons; Jast 
year this had fallan to 26,136. 
Those committed to prison are 
treated with discrimination. Habit- 
ual criminals aré given the chance 
of preventive detention. It Is pos- 
sible eventually for men discharged 
from preventive detention to be 
placed under the care of a Central 
Association, and be freed entirely 
from any contact with the police, 
suchas was involved tn the some- 
times misused tleket-of-leave system. 
This is provided a man Ieads a sober 
and industrious life and is punctual 
and regular at-work. 

It is stated by the Home Scerctary 

that there still exists in Great Bri- 
tain a solid body of dangerous and 
persistent criminals who regard a 
sentence of penal servitude with 
callous Indifference. Such men, when 
given their lberty, only abuse it by 
continuing their depredations against 
socicty. 
The great-way to reduce this so- 
clal danger is to stop the inflow of 
young convicts. In-the old days un- 
doubtedly a man who had once been 
to prison found it dificult not to 
return. An effective method, called 
the Borstal dystem, has been devised 
for the treatment of young lads and 
girls from the age, of 16 to 21, who 
in the old days were the worry and 
the puzzle of the criminal caurts, At 
the beginning of this century there 
were 200 young convicts under the 
age of 21; there are now only nine. 
This is largely the result of the 
treatment given to young offenders 
at the Borstal institutions, where 
they have an opportunity during a 
period of three ycars of learning dis- 
cipline and acquiring a trade, so that 
on release they may be able to carn 
an honest living. When their time 
of detention is over they are care- 
fully watched over, and by personal 
interest and influence are helped to 
leave their criminal paths. Out of 
391 lads so released, it is stated oM- 
cially that not less than 311, or 79 
per cent., are now living as self- 
respecting citizens. Out of forty- 
eight girls so released, 56 per cent. 
hare been satisfactory.

USING THE UNAS KSTOVE 


Device Invented iby American: Scien. 
, dst 1s Acknowledged Valuable fy 
peels Saver. ; 


Daking bread anal roasting meat on 
the summit of a mountain without fuel 
"ts possible by. the use. of ‘a. device 
Invented by n scientist of the \Smith- 
sonlan Institution, Washington, D. C. 
The intensity of. the sun‘s rays Is har- 
nessed, the. unusual energy is capltal- 
ized, and food can be cooked beyond 
the Ine of perpetual snows, 

An astronomical mirror at the 
Smithsonian institution’ is capable of 
recelving and measuring’ ‘the energy 
of the sun rays, calculating ‘that in 
summer the solar luminary transmits 
upon each acre of land energy equiv- 
alent to 7,500 horse-power. 

The sotermed “solar cooker” con- 
sists of a half-cylinder of Iron lined 
with mirror giass, which catches the 
rays of the sun and concentrates them 
upon a metal tube that is the half- 
‘cylinder’s axis, The tube contains oll, 
which expands and becomes lighter, by 
the heat as It passes through the tube. 
The latter Is continued to form a loop 
outside the half-cylinder, thus making 
R® sort of endless chain. 

Passing through the Joop, the oll 
cools, However, the sun’s heat forcing 
the oll through the portion of the tube 
Inside the. half-cylinder, compels the 
cooled oll to follow it, otherwise there 
would be q vacuum. So while the sun 
shines there fs n contiiuous elrcuja- 
tion of oll. The “loop” passes through 
a box which Contains an oven, Heat 
from the oll warms the oren and does 
the desired cooking.

The Incendiary bullet fs of 
wholly different construction, though 
of the same caliber, being meant to 
carry flame..

Chrysil, a new high grade rubber, 
vulcanized without difficulty, It {s pro- 
duced by the Chrysothamnus, or rab- 
bit bush, a genus of shruhs ylelding 
in different species from 1,93 to 283 
per cent, and In one Individual plant 
as high as G57. Of Chrysothamnus 
nauscosus, the chief species, 22 vari- 
eties are known, 12-of them contain- 
Ing chrysil. The plants are large 
shrubs, maturing In six or eight years, 
with an average welght of four 
to six pounds, and abound In many. 
parts of North America. The rubber 
occurring In the cells and not as a 
latex concentrates near the soll line.

ROAD SIGNS EASY TO FOLLOW 

Comprehensive System Soon to Be Put 
in Effect on the Highways 

of France. wax 
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A new system of road marking, 
born of the war, 1s to be put into 
effect {n France as soon a3 may 
be practical. It provides for read 
signs which those who ride In fast 
automobiles may read en passant, 
On both sides of tho fighting nes 
these great staring signs, painted 
on wall or on large bulletin boards, 
were put at all road junctions. They 
were not esthetic, but we~can count 
onthe French to improve that, The 
new plan provides for boards at least 
a yard in length on which the name of 
the place where it {9 posted shall be 
painted full size—white on a blue 
ground, with only slightly smaller {n- 
dications—names and distances |in 
kilometers—of the next place tn elther 
direction. ‘The kilometer stones by 
the roadside are to hare distinctive 
colors marking the main road and one; 
has only to follow the red or the blue 
or the green to keep to the road, One 
suspects this §s a relic of the system 
first employed In America by palnt- 
ing the telegraph poles along main 
ronds distinctive colors.

Before the 
war madame pald three half-pence per 
pair to her mender and provided the 
thread; now she .gives; fourpence or 
fivepence and expects miracles of en- 
durance from the fragile web, Where

Plastic Dressing for Wounds, 

Industrial plants are now using the 
Ambrine treatment for burna, scalds, 
and all surface wounds which proved 
very successful for casualties Incurred 
In the world war. 

The dressing Is a compound of war 
and resins, and ts solld when cold. It 
is heated to about 150 degrees Fah- 
renhelt and applied by means of & spe- 
lol ‘atomizer, or it can be generally 
daubed on with a soft’brush. A plas 
tle dressing, Impervious to air, Is thus 
formed, which does not adhere to the 
wound and which promotes the healing 
process without appreciable contrac 
tlon. Disfigurement and scars are pre- 
rented to a greater extent than was 
possible under the old methods.

Bands of kidnapers recently hate 
caused much alarm In Tenchowfu, 
Shantung, China.

First 
Mate Ferris picked up a wire heaver 
and hit the Japanese on the head with 
it. The blow rendered him uncon- 
scious. The captain was dead by the 
time we had unclamped the cook's 
teeth from his shoulder. 

The Japanese regained consciousness 
and was violent again. We lashed him 
to a spare gaff and he died within a 
few hours. Everybody was afraid of 
the Japanese. We even kept a special 
watch of one man every night outside 
our sleeping quarters,” < 

The Sophie Christensen sprang a 

leak when only a few days out. Half 
her carze was ordered overboard. She 
was Icaking badly when towed into 
port here.” 
“Capt. McCarron was born on Prince 
Edward Island, put ta sea at the age 
of 14 and kad been a captain for 25 
years.

Prepared for Tourists, 
Tourists flocking to the war zone 
are finding novel hotel arrangements 
and conditions more comfortable than 
expected in view of the fact that hard- 
ly a hotel was left habitable when the 
Germans retreated eighteen months 
ago. The Iatest innovation of French 
tourist agencies is a hotel opened in 
Arras, where a series of ordinary rall- 
road coaches are arranged Jn a square 
with a tent roof over the center, form-

Washington, Aug. 30.—(By Canad- 
lanPress)—Has the emergency tariff 
on agricultural products been a “gold 
brick” to the farmers of tho United 
States? 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, on 
of the foremost of the Democratic 
leaders, himself from a leading agri- 
cultural state, calls it a “gold brick” 
and a humbug and Is prepared to car- 
ry the {ssue to the country. On the 
other hand, Senator McCumber. of 
North Dakota, leading advocate of a 
high wheat tariff to keep out Canadian 
wheat, insists the offect of the tariff 
on wheat and the emergency agricul- 
tural rates generally has been to in- 
crease or to steady agricultural prices 
in the U.S. 

Senator Hitchcock's version of 
what occurred after the emergency 
tariff bill passed about three months 
ago Is interesting. He said in recent 
aoe debates’on the question of ex- 
fending the time of the emergenc 
tariff: Sra eee

The wife declares that for the sake 
of-her) ten-year-old son, who? bears 
his father’s name, she had hesitated 
along time to bring action for divorce, 
but that her husband's actions forced 
her at last to take the step. She now 
wishes to be freed, and to conserve 
the fortune of bes husband, vBich was 
inherited from E. B, Eddy, the match 
magnate of Ottawa, 

The affidavit adds: 

“He ix simply wasting his fortune 
and income on women of questionable 
repute. He has no desire to be en- 
Yegcd legtimately in employment of 
any character. For he is a chill of 
the idle-rich and spends his income 
in the manner indicated in the affi- 
davit.”
